
Huge Seven-Year Construction Program Completed, MWD Says
Completion (if a scvcn-ycur 

construction program that 
brings tlii! Colorado Kiver 
AqiU'dui't of the Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern 
Ciililornia to its lull delivery 
capacity was announced to­ 
day by Robert H. Dienier, the 
District's general manager and 
chief engineer. The aqueduct 
enlargement job, which was 
launched in l!lf>2, doubles the 
delivery capacity of the giant 
Colorado Hiver water carrier 
compared to a year a»o, Die- 
mer pointed out.

Last year, with certain fea­ 
tures of the aqueduct expan­ 
sion program already complet­ 
ed, the Aqueduct delivered 
(ifiO.OOU acre-feet of Colorado 
JfivcT water, or about onc- 
lia'lf billion gallons of water 
a day. Dicmer stated. Today, 
with the Aqueduct brought to 
its full delivery capacity, it 
can deliver 1,212.000 acre-feet 

L ot water annually, or more 
rtUan one billion gallons of 

>vater per day, Diemer point 
ed out.

THE ADDITIONAL water 
which the Colorado River 
Aqueduct can now bring into 
the service areas of the Met­ 
ropolitan Water District 
enough to supply the needs 
of about 3.000,000 more per 
sons," Diemer declared. "Tlii; 
is water for the Metropolitan 
Water District areas to grow 
on, pending the bringing In 
of water from Northern Cali­ 
fornia," he said.

The ceremony will include 
the installation of a plaque 
at the West Portal of the San 
Jaeinto Tunnel In Riverside

WHO TIIK Aqueduct In Its 
'irst development began de- 
Ivery of water in 1941, the 

Metropolitan Water District

was comprised of 13 incorpor­ 
ated cities in Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties. It had an 
area of 60(1 square miles, a 
population of 1,700,000 and an 
assessed valuation of $2,382,- 
000,000.

Today the District extends 
into the five counties of I/os 
Angeles, Orange, Riverside, 
San Bornardino and San Diego. 
It has an area of 3325 square 
miles, a population of fore 
than 7,000,000 and an assess­ 
ed valuation of $13 billion.

Diemer pointed out that 
when the Aqueduct was com­ 
pleted In its Initial develop­ 
ment certain features were

constructed to partial capacity 
full capacity construction be­ 
ing deferred until such time 
that additional water was 
needed.

rONSTKl'CTION work on 
the Aqueduct was stared in 
1952 and the first water from 
the Colorado River flowed in­ 
to the Metropolitan Water Dis­ 
trict cities in 1941. The water, 
which at that time was just 
a trickle, has now become a 
flood, Diemer declared.

"In 1052 the District em­ 
barked on a $200 million ex­ 
pansion program to bring the 
Colorado River Aqueduct to

ill full planned delivery capa­ 
city. This aqueduct, expansion 
program has provided addition­ 
al water to meet the rapidly 
increasing needs of homes and 
industries within the Metropo­ 
litan Water District," Diemer 
stated.

HK SAID THAT (luring H)r>!) 
the District delivered approxi­ 
mately (160,000 acre-feet of 
Colorado Hiver water to South­ 
ern California, more, than one- 
half billion gallons a day.

Diemer said that the work 
which has been completed on 
the main Aqueduct includes 
the installation of six addition­ 
al pumps at each of the five 
pumping plants to bring the 
number of pumps at each 
plant to a total of nine, en­

largement of the pumping 
plant hmliliiij's lo house the 
pumps, the installation of two 
additional pump delivery lines 
from each plant into the Aque­ 
duct, and the construction *»f 
nearly 25 miles of pipe Sip- 
hons and canals on the main 
Aqueduct.

A LAIUiK amount of work 
lias also been carried forward 
on the District's distribution 
system including the construc­ 
tion of more than 150 miles 
of pipelines and tunnels and 
the construction of (iarvey 
Resevoir in Monterey Park.

Also included in the ex­ 
pansion program is the en­ 
largement of Lake Mathews 
from 107.000 to 182.000 acre- 
feet which is now going for-
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ward and the construction of i switching station near Meed- 
additional filtering facilities I les. to deliver energy requir- 
at Ihe District's softening and i ed to operate Metropolitan 
filtration plant near La Verne. !
